M arch 4.

superintendent 
of 
horti­ 
culture. 
The committee decided to grant 
the free use of the mile track to 
horsemen who desire to train their 
horses in 
Sedalia. 
The only fees 
exacted w ill be $i per month for 
each stall used and a monthly fee 
of twenty-five cents per head for 
use of water, the latter fee going to 
the Sedalia W ater company. 
T he free use' of the track 
for 
training purposes w ill be given to 
horsemen and trainers on and after 
M arch 15th, but 
the committee 
w ill not agree to have the track in 
perfect condition for speeding pur­ 
poses before M ay i. 
Secretary R ip p ey was directed 
to open an office in the city and 
em ploy an office force to assist him 
in bis labors.

MOSQUITOES. 


6eem fro m Late Ex p erien ces to Hav e 
Co lo r Preferen ces. 


Kuttall’s experiments indicate that 
the mosquito is attracted by some col­ 
ors and repelled by others. 
The ex­ 
periments were condiictixi in a large 
gauze tent^ one end of which 
was 
formed by large windows, into which 
the sunlight poured on bright days. 
Large stone basins w^ere placed on the 
floor for the anopheles to breed in. A t 
the beginning, it was noticed 
that 
when a person entered the tent clad 
in dark gray clothes the mosquitoea 
settled on the dark cloth, but that 
they never did this when the person 
entering was clad in white flannels. 
A number of boxes lined with cloth 
of various colors w^ere placed in rows 
on the floor, and it was noticed that 
the mosquitoes would enter the box 
lined with dark blue in great numbers 
and, in less numbers, would 
enter 
boxes lined with other colors, in the 
following order: 
Dark red, brown, 
scarlet, black, slate, gray, olive green, 
violet, leaf green, blue, pearl gray, 
pale green, light blue, ocher, white 
and orange. 
No mosquitoes 
were 
found in the box lined with yellow. 
As practical applications of these ex­ 
periments it is to be noted that the 
khaki uniform should offer advantages 
inaddition tobeinginvisible to the hu­ 
man enemy. 
The number of insects 
congregating in dwellings might very 
well be lessened by the choice of suit­ 
able colors applied to the walls. 
A 
trap might be made, lined with dark 
blue, in which the insects would con­ 
gregate, so that they could be readily 
destroyed in large numbers. 
Have 
your mosquito bars yellow. 
The fa­ 
vorite blue seems to be also the moa- 
juito favorite.— British MedicalJour- 
nal.

Ov er a Million Dollars' Worth a Year 
Exported. 
Consul General Hughes reports 
from Coburg that according to the 
German press, the wool 
from 
the 
neigh horliood of Bagdad is-considered 
the best in Arabia; the next is from 
the region around Mosul, and then 
from Kurdistan. 
Wool is the most 
important export from Mesopotamia, 
and its chief point of shipment 
Bagdad. Bassorah exported, in 189 9 , 
37,650 bales of wool, of 
a v alue of 
6,024,000 
francs ($1,162,632),

against 38,000 bales in 189 8. All of 
this went to Great Britain, France 
and the United States.
